$500.

Rkca rd I NC. the moisture needed in th is county to insure the 
best agricultural conditions, County Agent E. G. Roth has made 
this statement, corroborating the opinion expressed by the Dis­ 
patch : 
* 
The ground of Crow Wing county went into the winter es­ 
pecially dry. Usually several inches of rainfall soak up the ground 
to the depth of several feet just the time it freezes up. This did 
not happen the past fall. Snowfall has been very light all winter 
and the ground is now as dry as it usually is the latter part of 
September. 
To make good soil conditions, we should have the 
ground well soaked up in the fall. We can usually depend upon a 
considerable amount of snowfall during February. 
This, how­ 
ever, cannot be depended upon to give very much moisture as this 
snow usually runs od' before the ground underneath is opened 
up to receive it. 
lf we are fortunate enough to get live or six inches of rainfall 
in April after the frost is out of the ground and by having show­ 
ers on through the growing season to keep the grain growing, we 
can get along without the fall rains.

R e g a r d i n g the moisture needed in this county to insure tin 
best agricultural conditions, County Agent E. (J. Roth has made 
this statement, corroborating the opinion;expressed by the Dis­ 
patch : 
* 
The ground of Crow Wing county went into the winter es­ 
pecially dry. Usually several inches of rainfall soak up the ground 
to the depth of several feet just the time it freezes up. 
This did 
not happen the past fall. Snowfall has been very light all winter 
and the ground is now as dry as it usually is the latter part of 
September. 
To make good soil conditions, we should have the 
ground well soaked up in the fail. We can usually depend upon a 
considerable amount of snowfall during February.
